work while this principle is threat- 
ened. In the midest of this suffering 
they will learn that the only way that 
they can be prosperous and happy is to 
vote for the party that will build up the 
industries by which they have gained a 
livelihood—because they can see clearly 
that when a manufactory is shut down 
there is no demand for the things which 
they have to sell,and that is their labor." 


This was a prophecy of the genuine 


kind. None of the tariff reformers of 
that day dreamed in their philosophy of 
such crazy experiments as are now dis- 
cussed and advocated. No prominent 
Democrat of that day dreamed of such 
extreme and revolutionary expedients

AMERICAN 
ORCHIDS. 


Beautiful Flowers Th«.t Arc But Little 


Known by the T«rm. 


Many will be surprised to learn how 


many orchids we have among our wild 
dowers. It is a rich and unexplored 
Beld for the collector and the student, 
and the search itself is a delight, for 
our orchids love shadowy woods and 
quiet meadows, and are usually found 
in the neighborhood of stream or lake. 
Few know what really distinguishes 
an orchid from other flowers. Many 
orchids grow in northern and temper- 
ate climates, are not air plants, ana 
have small, insignificant blossoms-in- 
significant as to color, though always 
quaint and fantastic in form, A child s 
definition of orchid-"a flower that 
makes faces"-is very good, for its dis- 
tinctive feature is the twisted petal or 
lip which is often vividly colored and 
a-rotesquely matked. Its length re- 
minds one of those who "shoot out the 
lip in derision," and easily gives the 
impression of a mocking' look. Mr. 
Burridsre says the lips of some orchids 
"waggle about in ludicrous fashion. 


A few of our orchids are, however, 


beautiful in color and striking in ap- 
pearance. Best known of all is the 
lady's-slipper, with 
its queer local 


namcs-the whippoorwill's-shoe and 
the moccasin-flower—suggestive of its 
broad and clumsy shape, so unlike a 
slender Parisian boot. Its color is a 
delicate rose-purple, and its airy slen- 
der grace, poised in attitude ot nig™, 
is seen in deep woods or along clitts 
and water-side. The. yellow lady s 
slipper has long wavy petals like the 
unfastened ribbons of a lady's shoe 
Mr Bana describes it as standing with 
alert, startled air, spntinel-like, on 
some mountain slope. The orange or- 
chids, with spires of clustered and 
fringed blossoms, burns with vwii 
color through bog and marsh, as il 
aflame with August sunshme.-Har-

the progress of the Young Men's Chris 
tian Association in Illinois shows tho 
remarkable growth of an organization 
that has now become known the woild 
over. Mr. I. E. Brown is an old Normal 
student and has many friends here. 


The state convention, of which the 


opening session is to bo held at Spring 
field to-night, marks the close of 21 years 
of Illinois State work. 
Most of the 


growth of the work in tho state has 
taken place during the last 14 years 
under the care ol Mr, I. E, Brown, state 
ecretary. 
When Mr. Brown assumed his position 


18 state secretary the records of the 
llinois state work placed in htB kaniK 
consisted of the names of 10 Young 
tfon's Christian Associations, written 
upon a part of a sheet of brown paper 
with a stylographic pen. Taking this 
sheet as a stalling point, Mr. Brown 
began investigations of the lield, and bj, 
conservative yet vigorous organization 
nd supervision has Been tho woik 
jteadily develop under his liamU until 
;o-day Illinois contains 107 associations,, 
iach of these associations no\v keeps 
accurate recordb o£ its work and the iv 
ports of all the associations are kept in 
;he state office in such form as to lit' 
readily accessible at any moment. So 
'ar as we know, no othci btate in the 
Jnion keeps a moie complete set of ic 
ports than Illinois. 


With the steady growth of the Illinois 


work the state committee has been coin 
pelled to add assistant after assistant to 
ihe state force, until the personal work 
of Mr. Brown is now supplemented b> 
that of six men, each in charge of a 
special department of the work, Illinois 
ijeing in fact the first state to fall into 
ine with the plans practically adopted 
years ago by the international committee 
in the arrangement of the work into do 
partments, each unier the supervision 
of one man as a specialist.
